PERTH, Australia—<*)—Britain exploded her first atomic weapon 


successfully .today at the deserted Monte Bello Islands off Northwest 
Australia. A London newspaper said it gives Prime Minister Churchill 
the "trump" he needs to reopen exchange of atom secrets with the 
United States. 
. The "setting sun" flash and boil- 
ing atomic cloud, seen 65 and more 
miles away on the mainland, her- 
alded Britain's "coming of agft" 
as the third world power to possess 
a deadly atomic weapon.'It was 
the world's 37th recorded atomic 
explosion. 


Exploded 33 


The United States has exploded 


atomic weapons—two of them 


in World War H over Japan and 
the rest In tests—and so far as is 
known there have been three atom- 
ic explosions in Russia. 


Deepest secrecy shrouded the 


nature of the weapon. Reporters 
who saw the blast from a 3,000- 
foot lookout on the mainland, 65 
miles from the center of the re- 
stricted test area, said the initial 
orange-red flash was less intense 
than expected. 


There was speculation that this 


was because British scientists bad 
devised a new detonating trigger 
requiring less fissionable material. 


The huge atomic cloud was not 


in the mushroom shape so familiar 
in pictures of American atomic ex- 
plosions but boiled up into a rag- 
ged Z-sha.pt at the top. and wide 
at the bottom.

Banger of Food Poison Is 
Seen in Home-Canned Foods 


BY EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Botulism i* a kind of food poison- 


Ing. It result* from swallowing * 
toxin or poison produced by th* 
growth of germs in canned foods 
which hav* not 
been 
heated 


enough! 


The greatest danger from this 


serious condition comes from home 
canninf, bec/iufft. there have betn 
no outbreaks of botulism reported 
from commercially canned goods 
packed in the United States since 
1625. 
' 


About 1C or IS outbreaks of 


botulism are reported in the United 
States each" year. Home-canned 
string bean*, asparagus, corn and 
spinach have been most commonly 
incriminated. 


Perhaps the reason for this is 


that these foods are add and the 
growth of the dangerous germ in 
acid foods does not cause the foul 
odor which causes other contam- 
inated foods to be thrown away 
uneaten. 


The symptoms generally develop 


In froip 12 to M hours after eat- 
ing poisoned food. Nausea 
and 


vomiting are common and are 
usually followed by symptoms In- 
Vjh-irg the nervous system. Dou- 
ble vision and other disturbances 
or sight frequently occur. Diffi- 
culty in swallowing is a common 
complaint. 


Death unfortunately Is frequent 


and is most common In from three 
to six days. Whether this will oc- 
curr or not depends principally on 
the amount of this extremely pois- 
onous substance that is swallowed. 


The treatment of the fortunately 


rather rare condition is not very 
good. There jto an antitoxin, but 
this treatment i* not of value after 
the symptoms have appeared and 
too often a diagnosis is not made 
until the symptoms are well ad- 
vanced. 


Nevertheless, It is the only di- 


rect treatment now available, ex- 
cept tor tfcos* sa*swr*s which sn 


aimed at supporting th* patient'* 
strength. 


The germ, causing botulism is 


fovnd in niany places and is likely 
to be rf«n vegetables commonly 
used for'horn* canting. The germ 
itself is harmless but the poison 
it produces whan grown in a sealed 
can is what is dangerous. 
BEAT FOR LONG PERIOD 
1 Furthermore,, the dl*ease germ 
is rather resistant to heat. For 
this reason high temperatures for 
long period* should be tued in 
the canning of all foods, 


Such methods of canning with 


high temperatures and under pres- 
sure for sufficiently long periods 
have been used more and more 
frequently with the result that 
fewer outbreaks of botulism are 
occurring than in the past Also, 
thorough heating after opening 
the can destroys the toxin. 


Since treatment is unsatisfac- 


tory and the death rate of those 
afflicted Is high, it Is extremely 
important to use eervy precaution 
to avoid the danger of contamina- 
tion of canned goods.

Joe Stalin Claims Economic Strength of 
Communists Promises a Blighter Future 


MOSCOW (It-Joseph Stalin aeys, 


the economic strength of the com- 
muniit world 1* growing »i«*dlly 
while the Weat'a reaourcca are de- 
clining. Communist nation* aoon 
will be able to export surplus mer- 
chandise, be declares. 


Stalin also asserted Thursday, in 


his first major statement in mof 
than two years, that war be;ween 
capitalist and communist nations 
is not likely. But he maintained 
war Is inevitable between the cap- 
italist 
nations 
themselves 
and 


mentioned Britain. France, Italy, 
Japan and West Germany as coun- 
tries that may "eventually try to 
break out of American bondage." 


The Russian leader's views were 


set forth in a 50-page article in 
the magazine Bolshevik, a leading 
Soviet theoretical journal. Its pub- 
licatlon came Just before the open- 
ing of the first Soviet Communist 
Congress since World War U—an 
event expected to result in new dis- 
closure* of Communist policy. 


Blockade "Helps" 


In the statement, the Premier 


asserted that the West's economic 
blockade of the Soviet bloc had 
resulted in auch rapid industrial 
development of the communist na- 
tions they can expect to soon stop 
importing goods and instead look 
for markets for their own sur- 
pluses. 


Stalin also laid down a partial 


blueprint for Russia's future eco- 
nomic course, foreseeing: 


1. Basic changes in the collective 


farm organization to begin- in the 
near future. The ultimate goal will 
be a direct exchange of farm pro- 
duce for Industrial products, rather 
than the present system of selling 
the farm surplus in the open mar- 
ket. 


2. Doubling of worker's real
